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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on 07/07/2009, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see appeal brief, filed 07/07/2009, with respect to claims 
1 , 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5 and 23-24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 
USC 103 rejections of these claims have been withdrawn. 

These claims are now found allowable over prior arts. However, new grounds of 
rejections under 35 USC 1 01 are applied to claims 1,7,9,11,13 and 23. 
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Previous amendments filed on 11/14/2008 had changed the scopes of the 
originally filed claim. Therefore, the current rejection is made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 7, 9, 11, 13 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. These claims include 
method claims that are not tied to any type of hardware or perform any type of 
transformation. Therefore, the claimed subject matters are not considered any of the 
statutory subject matter. 

Appropriate action is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 15 and 24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The present invention is directed to "a method for specifying measurement start 
times in a network Measurement Request Frame, comprising the steps of: formatting 
the Measurement Request Frame to have a Measurement Request Elements field 
comprising at least one Measurement Request Element, said at least one Measurement 
Request Element comprising at least one Measurement Request for a given type of 
network measurement; and specifying an absolute Start Time in at least one of the 
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Measurement Request Frame, the Measurement Request Element, and the 
Measurement Request, wherein the absolute Start Time is set to zero to indicate that 
the corresponding measurement is to be initiated after reception of the Measurement 
Request Frame". The closest prior art, Lappetelamen (US 6,671 ,495), as shown in the 
previous action discloses the formatting of a Measurement Request Frame and 
specifying an absolute Start Time in the frame. Lappetelamen does not show the step 
of setting the absolute Start Time to zero to indicate that the corresponding 
measurement is to be initiated after reception of the Measurement Request Frame. 
Lappetelamen, as shown in the appeal brief field 07/07/2009, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above feature obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
